A CRANK’S CRIME. 


San Bernardino Startled by 
a Tragedy. 


Bank Cashier Morse Assassinated at 
His Desk. 


After Receiving a Mortal Wound He 
Shoots His Assailant. 


The Avcassin Thoucht to Be fosano—The Cashier 
Lives Long Enough to Make His Wille 
Threats of Lynching ~— The 
Murderer’s Anteccden's. 


Py Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN Dee. 13. — [Spe- 
cial.} This usually quiet city was 
thrown into a state of the most intense 
excitement this forenoon by one of the 
most sensational shooting affairs in its his- 
tory, resuiting inthe almost instant death 
of E. H. (“Ted”) Morse, cashier of the San 
Bernardino National Bank, and one of the 


| most popular business men in the city, at 
| the hands of an irresponsible and worthless 


character named John Oakes, whocame ont 
from the Fast about three weeks aco, and 
-has since been hanging around the depot, 
where he said he expected to get work. The 
particulars of the tragic alfair are as folk 
lows: 

Mr. Morse opened. the bank. which is sit- 
uated at the corner of Third and E streets, 
in the Stewart Hotel building, as nsual, 
about 10 o’clock this morning, and the reg- 
ular business was proceeded with. About 
10:15 o’clock H. C. Burke, C. H. Condee 
and C. W. Filkins of Riverside came in, 
and while Mr. Burke was transacting his 
business the other two gentlemen were con- 
versing in the northwest corner of the 
room. Abottthis time Oakes stepped into 
the bank and walked up to the counter, 
where Mr. Morse was standing alone in the 
cashier's place, and spoke a few words to 
him in a low tone of voice. Mr. Morse 
answered carelessly and in an ordinary 
tone of voice, when there were a few words 
more, and, without any warning, Oakes 
drew a 5S-calibre revolver and 

COMMENCED FIRING 
at Mr. Morse, the first shot taking effect in 
the body, penetrating the lower part of the 
left lung. Though mortally wounded, Mr. 
Morse drew his revolver, a 58-caliber Colt, 
and returned the fire, discharging three 
shots, all of whien took effect, the first strike 
ing the murderer in the elbow, the second 
taking effect in the back, behind the shoul- 
der, and the third piercing the ear, but not 
entering the head. The murderer, after 
shooting Mr. Morse, fired but one other 
shot. It was aimed at Mr. Filkins, I¢ 
shattered his watch, and the latter saved 
his life. The murderer then tarned and 
walked out of the bank, Mr. Morse firing 
the last shot, which crashed through the 
plate-glass window infront, after which he 
sank back ina dying condition. 

An immense crovgi had gathered about 
the corner, attrac by the shooting. 
Among those prese as Mr. Kelly, clerk 
of the Stewart, who at once started after 
Oakes, who once or twice raised his revolver 
as if to shoot, but lowered it again, and Mr, 
Kelly waiked up and

About this time J. J. Donahue, an Ari- 
zona constable, who happened te be in the 
city on business, stepped up and said that 
he would arrest the man, bat as no one 
knew him he was taken to jail with Oates, 
where he was. kept some three or four 
hours, when he was released. 

In the meantime a number of Mr. Morse’s 
friends had gathered around Mm, and realiz- 
ing that he had but a short time to live he 
at once made a brief will, which he signed,

6f the parlors of the Stewart Hotel, where 


funeral will take place. 

Oakes was then taken to the County*Jail, 
where Dr. Bayliss was summoned. to at- 
tend him, Coroner Wainwright also being 
present, Oakes, when brought to the jail, 
was questioned by Deputy Sherif McDon- 
ald, and stated that he had killed Morse 
about acheck. When told to lie down, he 
said that he preferred to stand up, as he had 
killed Morse and he wanted to die.

insanity dodge very cleverly. He claims to 
have been in an insane asylum in Nevada, 
but whether this is trne,couid not be learned, 
He is not necessarily fatally wounded, and, 
unless something out of the general run 
occurs, will recover. Oakes came to San 
Bernardino some three weeks ago, stating 
that he had been promised work by Super: 
intendent Sanborn of the California South 
ern and was to have gone to work today, 
Mr. Sanborn could not be found last night, 
and the truth of this story could not be 
learned. 

Mr. Morse first came toSan Bernardino 
in 1874, and has been in the employ ofa 
number of firms. He was an exceptionally 
good business man,and was oneof the 
most popular men inthe city. He leavesa 
widow and mother to mourn his loss,

| and Sheriff Cole made all preparations to 


defend the jail, but fortunately no out 
break oecurred. 

It bas been learned that Oakes also 
visited the First National Bank this morn- 
ing and demanded money, but was told that 
he must be mistaken in the place, and was 
sent up to the San Bernardino Bank, where 
the shooting occurred. 

Charley Bumard, the murdered man’s 
brother-in-law, was seen tonight, and says 
that Morse only had time to niake his will, 
leaving everything to his wife, when he 
died, just beisg abie‘to attach his sigaa- 
ture. 

As near as can be learned, the following 
is the conversation which preceded the 
shooting: 

Oakes called at the bank yesterday and 
asked for some money on a bogus draft, 
which was refused. When he came in this 
morning he asked Mr. Morse if his money 


had come, when the latter told him that ig 


bad not. Oakes then made a further de- 
mand for coin, which was refused, when he 
tuld Morse that he would have to kill him, 
and almost immediately commenced firing, 
with the result above noted, : 

Opinion is greatly divided as to Oaker’s 
sanity, but it looks as though he was crazy, 
THE MURDERER S ANTECEDENTS. 

Superintendent Sanborn of the California 
Southern was seen tonight. He stated that 
he first knew Oakes in 1880, when he did

___*_ subject to the hazards of such an 


MEETING OF THE 
 OCRAMBEK YESTERDAY. 


The London Exhibit—An Interesting 
ys Memorial Document— The Cham- 
. ber to Distribate a Large Number 
of Newspapers, if Possible—Other 
Matters. 


The mecting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday was called to consider har- 
bor matters, the London exhibit, the proper 
advertising of the resources of this section of 
the State, and other important questions. 
Maj. Jones presided over the meeting. 

Dr. Widney read the following resolution, 
which was followed with great interest by 
the members, and was unanimously adopted. 
It read as follows: 

MEMORIAL. 

To the Honorable the Benators and the 
Representatives of the Untied States at 
Washington—GENTLEMEN: In making ap- 
plication for an increase of appropriation 
for the completion of the harbor works at 
Wilmington, or San Pedro, as now known, 
in the State of California, the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Board of Trade of Los 
Angeles beg leave to respectfu'ly present 
for your consideration the following facis, 


viz.: 

First—That with an already extensive 
and rapidly-increes ng coast and foreign 
commerce the Califoinia coast !'ne bas not 
a single harbor of refuge for deep-draft ves- 
sels between San Diego and San Francisco, 
adistance of 509 miles, The southerly 
storms of winter, which come with our 
shore gales, make the coast in the absence 
of such shelter peculiarly bazardous at that 
= as the-mumerous wreeks bear evi- 

ence, 

Second—The present harbor of Wilming- 
ton, with the open roadstead of San Pedro 
lying without the bar, have been for nearly 
half acentury, and are now, the commer- 
cial outiet of the territory comprising 
Southern California, portions of Utah, and 
all Arizona. This port lies at the imimedi- 
ate outlet upon the Pacific Coast of all the 
southern transcontinental railroad lines. 
The same law of easy grades and short 
lines which in the olden times brought to it 
the wagon trains of the early overland 
immigrants now brings to it the cars of 
lt is im- 
mediately opposite the great southeTo 
breaks in the mountain chains, while be- 
youd these and reaching on to the plains of 
the Rio Graude and the level mesas of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. One hundred miles 
directiy east of the port is the San Gorgonio 
by which the Southern’ Pacilic 
crosses the Sierra Nevadajrange at an eleva- 
tion of only 2560 feet op its way to Galves- 
ton and New Orleans, thus spanning the 


coutinent from tidewater at San Pedro to [ 


tidewater at Galvestou bya line 800 miies 
sherter than any other route, Fitty miles 
northwest of this is the Cajon Pass, by 
which the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
enters Soutfern California from the East at 
an elevation of only 3300 feet. Upon the 
north is the Soledad Pass by which another 
line enters at an elevation of only 2522 feet. 
Another railroad from Sait Lake is now 
seeking the sea atthe same harbor. To ail 
these may be added the traffic brought by 
many hundreds of miles of local railroads, 
which at this point find their sole outlet to 
the sea. The volume of business and iis 
rapid rate ef increase will be shownin ap- 
pended tables. 

Third—To meet the double needs: of a 
portof refuge and the demands of com- 
merce, the Government some 15 years ago 
ordered surveys for harbor work to be be- 
gun. ‘Three separate surveys were made, 
the first by Gen. Alexander, the second by 
Col. Wiliiamsen and the third by Col, G. HN. 
Mendel!, all of the Engineer Corps of the 
United States Army. * 

‘These surveys were made separateiy and 
at intervals ot several years, but all agreed 
in selecting this as the most suitable and 
indeed the only fit point fur the undertak- 
ing. The first work attempted was to open 
a way through the bar to the sheltered but 
comparatively -shoal inner harbor of Wil- 
mington. As .a result of this work the 
deptb of water Upon the bar has been in- 
creased from only 18 inches to 10 feet at 
low tide. To complete the original design 
of this work and secure the nominal depth 
of 16 feet at low tide a further amount of 
money is needed, 

Fourth --But even several years ago it was 
already seen that the rapid development of 
the commerce of the port, not only through 
local trafiic but also trom the centering at 


_ this point of transcontinental lines, would 


necessitate far more extensive harbor facili- 
ties, anda much greater depth than were 
originally contemplated. Itis to be borne 
in mind that in the fleet now plying to this 
port are many, and their number rapidly in- 
creasing, of the deep-water vessels which 
round the Horn, and others coming from 
Australia, from China, and from Europe— 
vessels drawing from 22 to 26 feet when 
laden. ‘To these will soon be added vessels 
coming by the Isthmus canals. None of 
these vessels could enter the inner harbor, 
even when developed to the limit of its 
capabilities, 16 feet on the _ bar 
at low tide, but must lie out in the open sea 
and discharge and take on cargo by a tedious 
and expensive —_— of lighterage. A 
number of vessels have been wrecked by 
winter storms while thus lying at anchor in 
the outer harbor. The transcontinental and 
iarine traflic which is now so rapidly cen- 
tering at this port, and which must make 
use of this class of deep-draft vessels, is al- 
ready seriously hampered by the impossi- 
bility of bringing such vessels to sheltered 
wharves. What the difficulty and expense 
must be in the future, with the rapid growth 
which is yearly coming in, can hardly be 
estimated. 

Foreseeing the difficulty and the urgent 
need for deeper sheitered water, the Gov- 
ernment ordered, some two years ago, sur- 
veys to be made looking to the construe- 
tion of sea walls to shelter. the 
outer harbor or roadstead. These surveys 
are now completed, and the results are em- 
bodied in the reports ef Col. Mendeil, en- 
Seog in chief, and Maj. Benyard, in Ex. 

oc. No. 191, first session of Fiftieth Con- 


gress, The report shows that at a total ex- | 


pense of $4,046,000 the outer bay can be en- 
tirely sheltered by means of these“walls or 
piers from any possible storm. The area 
tius sheltered will inc!ude some 700 acres 
of water 18 feet deep at low tide along its 
shoalest margin and rapidly deepening to 
50 and 60 feet, and affording a mile anda 
half of deep-water front, from which may 
be built out wharves at which could lie ves- 
sels of any size or draft that may ever be 
used in the deep-sea commerce of the world. 
This new work, together with the comple- 
tion of the original inner harbor plan for 
lighter draft vessels, would atford ample ac- 
commodation for the largest local and trans- 
continental traftic. 

Fifth—The needs of the present com- 
meres are So urgent, the cost of lighterace 
even now so heavy 2 burden upon the 
country and the rate of growth so rapid 
that your petitioners feel there should be no 
delay, but that the work of finishing the 
present inner harbor and of building the 
outer sea walls should both be going on 
at the same time, and should be pushed to 
compietion as rapidly as the nature of the 
undertaking will permit. 

Your petitioners would also ask your at- 
tention to the well-established faet that 
sueh work can be much more cheaply and 
‘conomically done when money is supplied 
amounts sufficiert to push the work with- 
(it interruption. Your petitioners would,

THK LAST OF THE LATE CITY 
ELECTION KOW. 


Was Stabbed by D. C. Carrington 
in a Political Row, at the Morgue 
Catting Was Done in Self- 
defense. . 


Coroner Meredith held an inquest last 
evening at the undertaking rooms of Orr & 
Sutch. The body of Patrick Mullén, aged 
27, a native of England, lay in the ..back 
room, with a knife wound in the left side 
of the abdomen, which had caused his death. 

Mullen had the reputation of being a 
middiewtight fighter, and was something 
of a turbulent character. He assaulted D. 
C. Carrington at the Fourth-ward polls, on 
the last election day, with brass knuckles, 
and the latter stabbed him with his pocket- 
knife. Carrington was arrested on the 
charge of assault to murder, and committed 
to jail. Mulien was removed to his home, 
119 Hewitt street, and at first was doing 
well, but becoming careless, brought on a 
relapse, and died at an early hour yesterday 
morning, 

After the jury had looked at the —o 
Mrs, Fannie Palmer, living at the corner 0 
Rose and Davis streets, was sworn as the 
first witness. She testified that on election 
day she heard loud talking, and looking 
from her window saw a man knocked down 
by Mullen. The latter stood over him and 
squared off, but soon he ran — The 
man en the ground got up and walked off, 
but was subsequently arrested. 

W. H. Murray, a shoemaker, testified

that he was atthe Fourth-ward . 
tion day and saw Mullen and 
fighting. Mullen struck Carrington ph the 
three times, and the latter returne e 
biows. Mullen then knocked Carrington 
down. Witness told him to run or he 
would get arrested. Mullen went one way 
and Carrington another. 

Some one told witmess that Mullen was 
cut, and he and an officer followed Carring- 
ton and arrested him. He threw some- 
thing under a house and the witness looked 
under it and found a ket-knife. It was 
shut and had no bl on it. 

The knife was produced and identified 
by the witness. He was within six or seven 
feet of the fight, but noticed nothing in 
Carrington’s hand, Mullen ran some ways 
before he discovered he was cut. He was 
under the influence of liquor. _ 

John M, Dunsmoor, Deputy County Clerk, 
testified to the knife exhibited having been 
filed by Justice Austin. 

Dr. J. J. Still testified that he had been 
called to attend the deceased. He was suf- 
——. from a wound about half an inch 
long in the abdomen, which penetrated the 
inner lining. His patient did very well till 
one day he got up and dressed himself, 
went out into the yard, and drank copiously 
of water from the hydrant. He then 
grew worse and died, He had accused 


one, though told of the dangerous chavantir 


of his wound. If he had had an operation 
and the cut intestine stitched up he might 
not have died. 

In answer to a question of Coroner Mere- 
dith the witness said that in one sense 
death resulted from there not having been 
a hospital convenient with facilities and 
appliances for the treatment of such cases, 

he Coroner expressed his opinion, for the 
benefit of the reporters, that many deaths 
in eases of accidents and affrays are to be 
charged to the same cause of there being no 
adequate hespital for their treatment. 

Dr. D. G. MacGowan, who made the post- 
‘mortem examination, read his evidence as 
to the condition of the remains and the 
cause of death, which was due to the cut- 
ting of the small intestine. 5 

Oliver P. Harris, whois a clerk by voca- 
tion but a detective at present, testified that 
he saw Mullen on election day pretty drunk. 
He was talking with McNally, and Mullen 
pulled a brass knuckle from his pocket and 
putiton his hand. We called McNally a 
vile epithet. The latter walked away and 
said, “You are the only one giving me 
trouble today.” Mullen was following, 
when another man with a light hat tried to 
pull him away and quiet him. This was not 
Carrington. 

Immediately afterward witness saw Mul- 
len knock another man against a buggy 
wheel, and then followed him up and 
knocked him down. He saw this man, who 
was Carrington, strike at him twice with a 
knife in hs hand. ullen started across 
the street, trying to strip the brass knuckle 
off his hand. He said to some one that he 


the street to the next corner, and, suddenly 
stopping, pulled up his vest and halloed 
that he was cut. 

Carrington was then followed and ar- 
rested. He was ali cut and bloody in the 
face—more than could be done Dy fists. 
Witness thought that knuckles were used, 
and that Carrington acted in self-defense.

IMPORTAT RESOLUTION IN 
 CONGKESS. 


Butterworth’s Proposal to Take the 
Dominion Under Uncle Sam's 
Wing ~ Attempted Bank Kob- 
bery. \ 


WasutnerTon, Dec. 18.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Congressman Butterworth of 
Ohio has introduced for reference the fol- 
lowing joint resolution: 

“WHEREAS, citizens of the Dominion of 
Canada are one with us in race, lineage, 
history and tradition; 

“WHEREAS, the resources of the two 
countries supplement each other, and the 
arteries of commerce, both natural and arti- 
ficiai, are so interlocked and mutually de- 
pendent upon each other that they ought to 
constitute a single system, to be one and in- 
separable; 

“WHERFAS, commercial relations be- 
tween the United States and the Dominion 
of Canada are and have been strained and 
uonaturally cramped and in a measure par- 


alyzed, owing to inability of the two gov-% 


ernments to establish a system of interna- 
tional trade and commerce between them 
as is essential to meet the requirements of 
the situation; 

“WHEREAS, the conditions of the rela- 
tions before referred to, as also the geogra- 
phy of the two countries, suggest the im- 
possibility of just and permanent settle- 
ment of the controversy pertaining to the 
fisheries, boundaries and transcontinental 
trade, except by blending efforts and in- 
terests under one govermental system, and 
etre logicaily to the necessity and proba- 

ility of unity and assimilation between the 
two nations under one government; ‘ 

“WHEREAS, the bonds of sympathy re- 
sulting trom kinsbip, race, language, tradi- 
tion, and substantial identity of govern- 
mental systems, together with community 
of interests based upon commerce and its 
aids and agencies. are of such a character 

that such union and assimilation is being 
favorably considered by citizens of both 
nations, and inasmuch as it is believed that 
its early consummation would be of great 
advantage to all citizens and subjects of 
the two countries, provided the same can 
be attained in a manner consistent alike 
with the honor and dignity of tie United 
States-and Great Britain and the Dominion 
of Canada; therefore, with a view to aidin 
_ the consummation of what is hereinbefore 
be it 
* **Resolvea, by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States in 
Congress assembled, that the President be 
and 1s hereby authorized and employed to 
invite negotiations looking to assimilation 
and unity of the people of the Dominion of 
Canada and the United States under one 
such unity and assimilation to 
based upon the admission of the several 
rovinces of the Dominion, or any one of 
em, into the union of the States, upon the 
Same terms and equality with the several 
States now composing the Union, and the 
assumption by the United States of the in- 
debtedness of the Dominion of Canada, or 
the just proportion thereof, and such other 
© equitable terms and conditions as justice to 
the high contracting parties may demand. 

“Resolved, further, that with a view to 
‘such negotiations, the President invite the 
appointment of commissioners by the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain and Dominion of 
Canada to consider the wisdom and ex- 

diency of settling and adjusting all con- 

oversies and differences which now exist 
between the two governments, growing out 
of the fisheries or otherwise, by such union 
and assimilation as hereinbefore suggested, 
either as to the whole or any portion of the 
several provinces of said Dominion, such 
negotiations to be conducted with due re- 

rd to the amicable relations which obtain 

tween Great Britain and the United 
States, and the obligations - imposed 

ereby.”’

—Territorial Expansion, 


Interesting papers were presented 


and read in thé Chamber of Commerce” 


yesterday. One was a report from 
the Committee on Commerce, pre- 
sented by Dr. J. P. Widngy, embrac- 
ing a memorial to Congres& in favor of 
harbor improvements at San Pedro. 
The memorial was adopted by the 
chamber and ordered printed. 
Another measure by the same author 
was a resolution favoring the aequisi- 
tion of Baja California, and suggesting 
plans for bringing the subject to the 
attention of the Mexican Government 
through the proper official: channels. 
This revival of the principle of terri- 
torial expansion will attract attention 


and, if pushed, will doubtless lead 
to very interesting discussions, 
if nothing more. The idea 
of acquiring the peninsula 


of Lower California is not new. Thirty 
years or more ago, during the adminis- 
tration of President Buchanan, the 
scheme came near fruition, but was 
blocked by the coming on of the War 
of the Rebellion. We believe the price 
agreed upon to be paid for the coveted 
slice of Mexican territory was $15,000,- 
000. We apprehend that the chief ob- 
stacle in the way of the proposed dis- 
memberment of the territory of our 
neighbor on the south will be found in 
the well-known and long-seated hostil- 
ity of the Mexican people-to sucha 
measure.

WAsHINGTON, Dec. 13.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] The House Democratic cau- 
cus tonight, after a session lasting over 
three hours, adopted the following resolu- 
tion: 

“Resolved, that the judgment of this 
caucus 18 that provisions should be made 
by which Dakota may be admitted into the 
Union as one State or two States as the 
people of the two proposed States may here- 
after determine; also, that the necessary 
legislation ought to be provided for the 
early admission into the Union of the 
Territories of Washington, Montana and

Sixty members were in attendance at the 
caucus, and it was evident they had come 
nearer to an since the previ- 
ous night. Mr. Cox opened the proceedings 
with a long speech, in concluding which he 
said that he opposed Utah coming in on the 
“omnibus bill,” but was willing to defer to 
the wish of the caucus and accept the meas- 
ure, provided it was wnderstood that Da- 
kota should have the privilege of division. 

Messrs. Dockery of Missouri, Wheeler of 
Alabama, Blount of Georgia, Mansur of 
Missouri, Rice and McDonald of Minnesota, 
Voorhees ot Washington Territory and 
others took this ground. Messrs. Herbert 
of Alabama and McMillin of ‘Tennessee op- 
posed it. | 

The latter declared it would be political 
suicide for the Democratic party to admit 
all these new States. The Democratic 
party should go slow in the matter.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A committee representing 
the Actors’ Order of Friendship appeared 
before the Ford committee on the investi- 
gation of immigration today and asked that 
the contract labor law be amended so as to 
include professional actors and musicians 
among the classes prohibited from entering 
the United States under a labor contract. 
Under the exemption, the commitiee said, 
a large fitimber of foreign actors were an- 
nually brought to this country for the sole 
reason that they would work cheaper than 
American actors. They did not object to 
stars, but to the host of minor actors they 
brought with them, and to the cheap grade 
of foreign actors whom the American man- 
agers imported solely because of their 
cheapness. Their profession was already 
over-crowded, and they thought themselves 
eA entitled to protection against the 
wholesale importation of cheap foreign 
actors, who were under no obligation to the 
United States, and left it when their en- 
gagements were at an end. 

The committee also complained that 
wardrobes, stage properties and scenery 
were all imported contrary to law, without 
payment of customs duties, and to the det- 
riment of Americans.

STILL ON THE ROOKS. 


The Yaquina Bay Continues in Her 
Perilous Position. 

SAN Francisco, Dec. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Advices from Newport, Or., 
to General Manager Hoag of the Oregon 
Development Company say that the steamer 
Yaquina Bay is still on the rocks. At low 
tide her bow is six feet under water, while 
her stern, which is about forty feet nearer 
the inside piling of the jetty than the bow, 
is high and dry on the rocks. Itis but a 
few feet from the bow of the steamer to the 
channel or deep water. She is full of 
water, and at high tide the sea goes over 
the main deck as far aft as the after gang- 
way. A large dank es of the portside above 
the main deckshas been carried away. 

An effort was made yesterday to pum 
eut the water, but it proved an entire fail- 
ure, the water coming in as fast as pumped 
out. Everything movable, including the 
grand piano, has been taken from the vas- 
sel except the coal. The freight was com- 
paratively ufiharmed. lt is believed that 
part of the hold ‘is packed with sand as well 
as water. Numerous opinions prevail re- 
garding the condition of the hull, some 
maintaining that a huge hole has been 
made in her bottom from shifting on the 
rocks, while others maintain the contrary. 
A diving suit has been ordered, and a thor- 
ough examination will be made. On the 
resultof this examination depends future 
efforts to save the hull.

mechanics, more laborers and men who
